THE BELECTIONS OF 1869,
As n general rale,the party which triumphs in
a Presidentinl contest is allowed to walk over
the course in the suceeeding year, and it only
meets with serious and dangerous opposition
at the Oongressional and Btate elections which
pccur two years subsequent to each grand
quadrennial stroggle. After Polk's election
in 1844, the Demoeracy trimmphed in 1545,
put in 1846 the gathering storm burst forth,

and “Young Hickory™ was spoeadily confronted

by a hostile Congress. Taylor, elected in

1848, was not dangerously antagonized in

1819, but in 1850 the Democrats regained

their wonted ascendnncy in Congress. Pierce,

plected in 1852 by the electoral vote of all but

five States in the Union, witnessed no serious

diminution of the strength of his party in

1858, but in 1854 the great Know-

pothing and Freewoil tornado again des- |
troyed Democratic dominance in the popular |
pranch of Congress, Buchanan, elected

in 1866, saw no cause for lamentation in the |
eloction returns of 1857, bul in 1858 the anti- !
Lecompton movement unseated the Demo-
pratic Congressmen in their very strongest
distriots, and sent a working anti-Democratio
majority to the House of Representatives.
Lincoln, elected in 1860, was well sustained
in 1861, but in 1862 a number of Republican
districts were capturad by the Democratic
party, including the bulk of the old city of
Philadelphia.  Andrew Johnson's position
was peculiar, but to a considerable extent it
was affected by what seems to be a general
law of American polities, for while he was
well sustained in 1865, despite the rumors of |
kis treachery, in 1866, when the Republicans
became fully apprised of his designs, they
pent to the capital the desperately hostile
Congressmen who finally impeached him.

The application of this rule to the present
year is that the Republicans should and will
trinmph in all the States in which they were
puccessful in 1808, except in those where they
defeat themselves by bad management, un-
popular nominees, intevnal divisions, local
issues, or other excoptional causés., Several
Bouthern BStates have been lost already
through the selfish and disgraceful discords
of greedy and ambitions Republiean poli-
ticians. The Wells-Walker fight in Virginia,
pnd the Senter-Btokes quarrel in Tennessee,
gave the Democracy a foothold in those Com.-
monwealths which they could never have
gained by their own inherent strength. The
prohibition movement in Maine had the same
diginmgmting tendency, but as the people of
that quarter were not yet ripe for a serious
demonstration, it did not sensibly affect the
pompleteness of the Hepublican trinmph. A
large percentage of the Democracy absented
themselves from the polls, The excitements
andindneements were not sufficient to draw out
a full vote; and an inherent tendency to give
a fair trial to & new administration made the
Demoeratic masses slow to respond to the
appeals of their leaders,

In the natural course of events, with equal
good management and equally popular sandi-
dates on both sides, the Republicans wonld
trivmph in 1869 in all the Btates in which
they obtained decisive majorities in 1864, If
Packer succeeds in Pennsylvania, or Pendle-
ton in Ohio, their suceess will be due to supe-
rior personal popularity or superior partisan
management, and not to any decisive change
of popular sentiment; for the moral force of
the overwhelming Republican victory of 1808
ghould and will secure the rve-election of
Geary and Hayes, unless they fail to com-
mand considerably less than the legitimate
ptrength of the party.

As in former times, the national adminis.
fration will not be fairly placed on trial until
1870, Disappointed office.seckers and dis-
affected partisans cannot fully mature their
plans of opposition until that time, nor can
they strike a blow sufliciently telling to be
worthy of a vigorous effort until a new Con-
gress is to be elected. In that contest, hoyw-
ever, all the smouldering fires of discontent
will burst forth. The Demoecracy will be
strengthened, direotly or indirvectly, by all the
devices that baflled ambition can invent.
Then, and not till th . n, General Grant must
look well to his armor., If it has a weak
joint, his personal and political foes will be
pure to penetrate it. The army of politicians
will then start on the war-path, and he enn
only shicld himself against their damaging
assaults by adopting and pursuing a policy so
patisfactory to the bulk of the people that
they will be ready to rally cheerfully and
enthusiastically in his defense,

MORE ABOUT THE

Jey informs us that he hasnotsigned a pardon
petition for thirteon yems, and that was when
he was on the bench, and in & ease the merits
of which he was perfectly familiar with, and
which fully justified a demand for executive
clemency. The explanation of this is that
the applicants for purdons are accustemed to .
obtain the signatures of cbsoure perions of

We lind no intention of stigmatiziag a!
whose names appeared in the list of cases
published on Tuesday as ‘‘pardon hrokers,”
and no such meaning can be deduced from
our langunge. We guoted the cases as they
stood on the record, and gave the names as
they appeared.

During the yenr 1868 Governor Geary
granted one hundred and six pardons; and
prominent among the names of the petition-
ers we find W. W. Watt, who fgures nine
times: Samuel Josephs, four times; James V,
Stokes, six timmes; John G. Butler, five times;
Thomas M. Marshal, eight times: Jamos
Subers, four times:; William B. Mann, five
times: David Foy, five times; E. W. Davis,
four times; O. F. Kleckner, five times; and
fully  fourfifths of the  applicants
are local pnd State  politicians, The
names of welllkknown merchants and
respectable business men are seen 80
rarely that we have n right to believe that
the pardons granted npon their recommenda-
tion may have had some merit. It is very
evident that the applicants for pardons were
strongly convinced that these men had in-
flnence with the Governor, and it needs no
argument to show that this influence was
based npon a mutual spivit of accommodation
between the Executive, the members of the
Legislature, and other political wire-pullers,
With regard to the cases mentioned by General
Wagner, we know nothing about them, except
that the reasons assigned in the Governor's
report are frivolons and unsatisfactory,

One thing is certain: crimes of all kinds ara
alarmingly on the increase, and we demand,
in the name of justice and for the gecurity
of sociely, that eriminals shall be punished
with the utmost rigor of the law; that when
men are convicted of great offenses, they
shall not be tuwmed loose again to proy
upon the community; and to give encourage-
ment to others to violate the law, We de-
mand that pardons shall cease to be granted
for such rensons as that “*he is well inten-
tioned;” that **he is repentant;” that “*he is a
monomaniae on the subject of horse stealing;”
that ‘“‘his reasons for committing such and
such crimes are inexplicable;” that
is  respectably connected;”  that
has a large circle of friends
and pequeintances who  desire his  re-
lense, " and others of like character that fignre
in the vast majority of the pardoms granted,
Governor Geary's own report, to go no
further, shows that he has not nsed the par-
doning power with diseretion, or in a wanner
gntisfactory to those who desire that a check
ghall be put upon the misdeeds of the erimi-
nals who infest the community and make life
and property unsafe. An appeal from politi-
cians, many of whose characters are no better
than those of the jail-birds for whom they so
persistently intercede, is generally sufficient
to secure the liberation of men convicted of
Manslanghter, Larceny, Riot, Arson, and other
offenses.

Since the publicatlon of onr article of
Tuesday, a case has been Lrought to our mo-
tice which will illustrate our argument against
Governor Geary more forcibly than any we
have yot quoted. The case is that of James
Banford and James Demot charged with *ear.
rying concealed weapons,” and admitted to bail
in the town of York in 1806, They disappeared,
and the personswho entered bail for them ap-
plied to have the forfeiture of their recog-
nizances remitted. We are assured that
there was no letter or recommendation from
the District Attorney, Judge, or jurors, or
any publieation of the application, as ve-
guired by the rules established by Governor
Geary himgolf for the ostensible purposs of
checking abuses in the granting of pardons,
The following correspondence explains the
nature of this case, and woe commoend it to
the altention of our readers:—

We wounld remark in this connection that
Mr, Bittenger, the District Attorney, is a rabid
Democrat, and that, of course, he puts the
matter in as favorable a light as possible for
his own side of the case. The facts, however,
appear to be well substantinted, and they
have never been denied by Governor Geary
or his advocates,

When suits were entered on the 10th of
December, 1867, upon the recognizances,
letters patent of Governor Geary were pro-
duced, andinterposed to prevent the recovery
of the amounts suedfor. Stallman and Koons
were both sworn, and it was developed in the
evidence that Btallman received in hand one
thousand dollars, but “that Koons only re-
ceived one hundred. BStallman and Koons
both stated that the amountsreceived by them
had been appropriated to their own uses,
The jury, on the strength of the letters
patent of the Governor, gave a verdict in
favor of the defendants, and the bail of the
eriminals retained their money, while the
criminals themselves remained at large to
carry on their nefarious operations with im-
punity.

Governor Geary, at the commencement of
his term of office, proposed to take a deter-
mined stand against the abuse of the par-
doning power, and he established a series
of seemingly stringent rules for the express
purpose of checking abuses, The first of
these mles is:—

“No pardons will be granted until notice of the ap-
plications therefor Shall have been given by pubiicu-
tion onee o woeek, for two consecutive weeks, n o
newspaper printed in the county i which the con-
vietion was had,"

How often have any of our readers seen
any such notices in the daily papers? If they
appear at all, it is in some obscure sheets
where it is certain that they will not be seen
by any large number of persons; but the pro-
babilities ave that, in the majority of cases,
they are not published at all. It is useless to
argue that Governor Geary has pardoned n
less number of criminals than his predeces-
sors, for he i8 ns much in fanlt if he pardons
five for insufticient or improper rensons as if
he pardoned five hundred. This whole par-
doning system has grown to be a frightful
abuse and a direct encourngement to erimi-
nals, and there is now demanded a radical
and permanent reform. It has been shown
that it is neither expedient nor safe to trust
the pardoning power longer in the hands of
the Execufive, and although a pardon court
might not prove to be immaculate, it would
offer more assurances that the business would
be done in a proper manner, and that the
l"i'(][_;n of ]_llll’tiﬂll*lirukl.‘l“s would be broken up
and the professional politicians deprived of
the influence they now wield in behalf of the
vorst offenders,

THE LAND TENURE QUESTION IN
ENGLAND,
Tur disestablishment of the Irvish Church, as
was expectad, has proved nothing more than
a sop to the Cerberus of reform. The blun-
dering obstinney of the House of Lords, in
refusing to watify the will of the people on
this subject, except under a very decided
threat that they themselves would be the next
object of attagk unless they yielded, sufli-
ciently demonstrated the power of the liberals,
and stimulated thew to attack other relics of
barbarism that cling like barnacles to the
English system of government. It was said
at the time of the Irish Church agitation that
the reform of the Irish land tenure system
would be the next great question to be
brought up, and that this would lend to an
inquiry into the English system, and proba-
bly produce its overthrow, just as the dises-
tablishment of the Irish Church is expected
to be followed ere long by an attempt
to produce a severance of Church_awl
State in England. It is adwitted
on all sides that the laws velating to the
tenure of lands in Ireland are an even more
prolific source of discoutent to 8 wajority of

the population than #as the Irish Churob,
Tl!nt was, Lo o great extent, n sentimental
ETievance—no 1485 aneroius on that acconnt,
however—bint the other is a great and potent
wrong, that has foroed millions of the Trish
people to leave their native land for Amerion,
convaging with them an undying hatred of
England, and it has bean the inspiring oanse
of all, or nearly all, the insnrrections, murders,
and other ontragoes that have disgraced both
Ireland and England evey since the graen isle
has been a British provinee. That a read-
Justment of the Irish land tennres on a bhasis
that will reliove the people who Hll the ground
from the tyranny of irresponsible agents of
absentee landlords will he shortly attempted,
probably at the next session of Parlinment,
there ean be no doubt; he
found one attended with far more ssrions
difficulties than the disestablishment of
That some measure of reform
will be brought about before long we do not
doubl; and with the wedge once enterpd, a
thorongh reorganization of the land tenure
aystem will only he a guestion of time.

Of even more consequence than the disous.
gion of this question with regard to Lreland,
is the agitation which has commenced in
England on the subject of land tenure re-
forms, The political leaders see this looming
up in the not far distant future as a formid-
able antagonist to the whole time-honored
English system, Journals that a few yoears
ago wonld have scouted the iden of any
change in the old feudal tenuves, are now dis-
cussing the subject in a cautious and non-
committal manner that shows how great have
been the influences seorethy at work of late,

snid to be the corner-stone of the Fnglish !

Constitution, and it is impossible to estimate
truly at this time the consegquences of its ah-
rogation. The immediate effect might not be
disturbing, but in the conrse of a generation
or two it would change in the most radical
manner the whole social and political system.
Under this law the land of the kingdom has
gradually been absorbed into a few hands,
and the people are now inquiring more earn-
estly than ever before, whether they have no
rights in the soil which ars superior to any
bhuman laws. There is very little danger that
any agravian theories will be brought to bear
on this guestion, but the signs of the times
indieate that the law of primogeniture will
follow in the wake of other abandoned abusas,
and that every Englishman will be given an
opportunity to become the sole owner of a
portion of his native land. This is the kind
of a reform that is needed, and the evils of
the old fendal system have now grown to such
a magnitude that they cannot be much longer
endured. Organizations are being formed in
various parts of the kingdom to agitate this
¢uestion, and to press upon the Government
the claims of the people, and the nocessity for
doing something for their relief.

The law of primogeniture will not be over-
thrown without a mighty struggle. The
landed gentry ave still the rulers of the coun-
try, and are likely to be for many years to
come, Such ameasnre as this would touch
their interests and their prejudices in the
most vital point, and the opposition which
they have made to every reform project would,
in this case, be intensified with tenfold bitter-
ness, The reform bill of last year, howaver,
by enlarging the suffrage, gave the lower and
widdle classes a foothold of power which they
will not fail to take ndvantage of to make
further demands, and the impending struggle
is one that, throughout all its phases of pro-
gress, will be watched with intense interest
on this side of the Atlantic,
